Architect Frank P. Milburn was liere in consultation 
with the Building Committee in regard to the steps or ladder 
that leads to the front door of tlic new Court House. He sub- 
mitted plans for the change, , which called for six additional 
steps with one rest, and a six and a half inch rise, instead of a 
seven and a half as at present.

Bourbon Fiscal Court Demands 
Thorough Investigation. 

The Bourbon Fiscal Court was in 
session most of the day Tuesday, hav- 
ing under consideration the report of 
the grand jury recently adjourned, in 
which their official conduct had been 
severely criticised. A series of resc- 
lutions were prepared by Hon. E. M. 
Dickson, consel, and were presented 
to Judge Rol)t. L. Stout late Tuesday 
evening. The Judge after reading 
the resolutions immediately ordered 
the Sheriff to re-convene the Grand 
Jury just adjourned. 

The following are the resolutions: 

“Be it resolved, 

“First, that whereas the grand jury 
impaneled and sworn and sitting at 
the present t rm of the Bourbon Cir- 
cuit Court, has made a report to said 
court, which report criticizes and con- 
demns what is assumed to be the busi- 
ness methods of this court, and also 
reflects upon the integrity of its indi- 
I vidual members in a manner highly 
I detrimental to their usefulness and 
I efficiency in the management of the 
I fiscal affairs of this county, as well as 
j to their good name and character — 
we believe that the te3t interest of 
the people of this county and the 
rights of the individual members of 
this court demand a thorough and 
searching investigation of all the al- 
leged irregularities as presented by 
j said repo t, ard if said court cr any 
of its members should be founi by 
! said grand jury guilty of any violation 
of the law, or any dereliction of of- 
ficial duty, the same should be in- 
dicted and punished, and if not guilty 
they should be exonerated and 
acquitted; and further believing that 
all of the alleged irregularities as 
charged against this court by said re- 
port are grossly exaggerated, if not 
wholly unfounded, we therefore re- 
spectfully request the Hon. Robt. L. 
Stout, Judge of the Bourbon Circuit 
Court, to reconvene said grand jury 
immediately, or cause snother to be 
impannelled, and that they be in- 
structed to make a thorough and ex- 
haustive examination into the meth- 
ods in the business of this court 
has been conducted in the past, and 
to inquire fully and exhaustively into 
the official conduct of each and everj' 
member of said court, and that they 
take such action as the evidence may 
warrant, either by indicting these 
found to be guilty, or acquitting and 
exonerating those found to be inno- 
cent of any official misconduct, or 
violation of the law, as the facts may 
develop, and that justice may be done 
to all concerned. 

“Second, be it farther resolved} 
that Hon. E. M. Dickson be requested 
and authorized to present a copy of 
these resolutions to the Judge of the 
Bourbon Circuit Court.”
